PROF. SWING’S DEPARTURE, 
To the Editor of the Chicago Tridune: 

Brn: The censute of Prof. Swing in certain 
quarters, for leaving the Presbyterian Church at 
this jancture, seems most unreasonable to those 
who for many weeks have been well acquainted 
with his wews and feelings on the position he 
has occupied. as the defendant in a trial for 
heresy. The prosecutor, from the first criticism 
made in the Inter tor on through every advancing 
step, manifested the utmost unwillingness 
to take a single step towards conciliation, 
and a determination to resort to every 
means within bis reach to have the trial 


result in conviction, Dra, Patterson, Kittredge, 


myself, and others who had by personal inter- 
views become satisfied of Prof. Swing's ortho- 
doxy, were exceedingly anxious that Prof. Pat- 
ton might go like a brother to Prof. 8., feeling 
confident that, should he do so, a trial would be 
unnecessary. But Prof. P. refused to do this, 
and firmly declared that he would go forward 
with the prosecution. Prof. Swing, knowing 
the persistence of the man he had to deal with, 
end that the whole history of the Presbyterian 
Church in this country was a history of almost 
constant wranglings on theological questions,

the four years just closed, no one will be surpris- 
ed at the statement of Senator Starne, that many 
farmers in various parts of Illinois are selling 
their lands and moving out of the State. They 
feel that they must do this now, nor wait until 
the tax-gatherer leaves them nothing to sell. 
We have on repeated occasions shown from 
the Auditor's reports that under our State 
revenue system over 80 percent of the taxes 
levied for State, county, and all other purposes 
in Illinois is paid by the land and the personal 
property incidenta) thereto. Our revenue sys- 
tem professes to tax all the ‘property in the 
State ; it is effective to the extent of reaching 
every acre of land and every town-lot. From 
Cairo to the Lake not a foot of land escapes. The 
Assessors are also able to find (outside of the 


_ Cities) every horse, mule, cow, sheep, ox, hog, and 


chicken, and every plow, rake, reaper, mower, 
and other implement; they are able to enu- 
merate every watch, clock, sewing-machine, wag- 
on, and cart on every farm in the State; not 
one of these things escapes the vigilance of the 
Assessor. But, away from the farms and dis- 
connected from the land, the Assessor finds little 
or no personal preperty in the State. 

Thus while the values of the real and personal 
property in this State, subject under our law 
to taxation, are abouteequal, the Assessors find 
and the State Board of Equalization apportion 
the values as follows :

THE NEW FRENCH CABINET. 
From the New York Bvening Post. 

Gen. de Cissey, the Minister of War and Vice- 
President of the Council (practically Prime 
Minister), is a man 64 yease old. He fought in 
Africa and in the Crimea. His military popular- 
ity wae, however, won chiefly during the Ger- 
man War, in the course of which be took a prom- 
inent part in the battles of Borny, Rezonville, 
and Saint Privat. He was one of the leading 
men in the destruction of the Commune, 
and captured the Forte d' Ivry and Vapvres. He 
has occupied the post of Minister of War almost 
ever since. 

The Duke Decazes, the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, was in office under Louis Philippe as 
Secretary of the Embassy in London, and as 
Minister in Spain and Portugal. Since 1848 he 
has taken no part in public affairs up to the time 
when a number of rural votes in the Gironde 
sent him to the present Assembly. 

M. Magne, the Minister of Fan is a bar- 
rister by profession, and was first elected to 
the Assembly in 1848. Since then he was Under- 
Secretary of Finance in 1849, Minister of Pub- 
lic Works in 1851, Minister of Finance in 1854, 
Minister without a portfolio in 1860, and mem- 
ber of the Privy Council in 1863. He has 
never withdrawn from public life, was always 
considered to be an independent Imperialist, and 
has taken an active part in the framing of all the 
financial laws and operations which bave been 
brought out in France since the conclusion of the 


war. 

M. Eugene Caillaux, Minister of Public Works, 
is an engineer, and been at the head of a 
good many railways. During the warhe was 
member of the Municipal Council in Le Mans. 
His political opinions are unknown to us. 

M. Louis Grivart, Minister of Commerce, is 
known only as a barrister, an Orleanist, and a 
ag tes, vd Ille-et-Vilaine. 

he Viscount de Cumont, the Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction, is a clerical journalist. He was 
the proprietor and editor of the Union de I’ Quest, 
a paper which supported Archbishop Dupanloup 
in his polemic against Louis Veuillot. His real 
name is Moncut, but it has been changed for 
Cumont. 

M. Adrien Tailhaud, Minister of Justice, is 
a Legitimist and a lawyer. He was an attorney 
— metary under Louis Philippe, and was 

is missed during the revolution of 1848. Napo- 
leon admitted him to the Bench again, and in 
1869 he was made President of the Chamber. 

The Marquis de Montaignac, Minister of the 
Marine, is an old Admiral, who was constantly at 
sea up to 1840, and has been a member of the 
Admiralty ever since. He took part, together 
with his present colleague, Gen. de Cissey, in 
the capture of the fort Vanvres and in the general 
destruction of the Commune.
